Dr. Penrose’s Acquaintances Refuse
to Believe Him Guilty of

EITHER CONSPIRACY OR MURDER.

A Brother of the State BSenator and a
Man of Excellent Name

IN GREAT TROUBLE IN THE FAR WEST

[SPECIAL TELEGEAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—Dr. Charles
Bingham Penrose, who is referred to in dis-
patches as having been econnected with the
bands that killed the rustlers or catile
thieves in Wyoming, is one of the best
known add esteemed of the younger sur-
geons of this city. He is a son of the
prominent physician, Richard A. F. Pen-
rose, who for a great many years held one
of the leading chairs in the University of
Pennsylvania’s medical department, re-
tiring only a few weeks ago. He iaa
brother of State Senator Boies Penrose, and
two other brothers are well-known engi-
neers.

He took a collegiate course at Harvard,
and graduated with the highest honors of
that institution, where he was among the
most popular students, Upon his return
home he studied medicine, gradusting with
high honors about;nine years ago. In the
practice of his profession he took front
ank, especially in surgery, in which he

displayed the utmost enthusissm, and for

which he has a special talent. He makesa
speoialty of sbdominal surgery, and ha
performed numerous delicate opeé®utions in
that line which h::; won l:;m a fine re;:n-
tation, Before enterin vate practice
he was a resident phyllm'anpor the ]Eumuyl-
vania Hospifal :
One of the Best Fellows Living

To his friends Dr. Penrcse has the repo-
tation of being one of the beat fellows in
the world. He is of fine phyzique, and has
always been an enthusisstic admirer of ath-
letio sports. Rowing is one of his favorite
pastimes, but it was his ability asa swim-
mer that brought his name prominently be-
fore the public about two years ago, and in-
directly led him into his present embarrass-
ing situation.

In the summer of 1880 Dr. Penrose and
Robert Ralston, now Aui?tmtad ?’hniled
States District Attorney, perform e Te-
marksble feat of swimming from Philadel-
phia to Chester, Dr. Penrose winning the
race by a few minutes. As the result of
this exploit Dr. Penrose was taken ill and
his lungs became affected. mull&e WS
orderuf. to the far West for the benefit of
his health, and has been out there about a
yesr, though he was expected home this
spring. Being fond of hunting he went to
'& oming, his friend, Dr. Amos W. Barber,
pJng Governor of the State.

The Doctor's Friends Incredulous.

If 1t were not & serious matter to have a
friend locked up on a charge of murder,
even though he be innocent, those who
know Dr. Penrose best would be inclined to
laugh at such a charge. As matters are
they dre utl.erlz incredulous, and refuse to
believe other than that he has been made a
victim of eircumstances. His father and
